then faced with the problem of 
how 
to play the 
hand. 
He 


realized that West had led from 
the K-J-9-8 of clubs and that he 
could therefore build up a third 


trick in clubs by leading a low 
culb to dummy's queen. 


It naturally followed that if 


Iho diamonds were divided no- 
rmally, namely 3-2, he could 
score at least ten tricks consisl- 
ing 
of 
five 
diamonds, Ihree 


clubs and the A-K of spades. 


But it also occurred to South 


that the diamonds might be 
divided 4-1 instead of 3-2, in 
which case if East had four to 
the U-9 the contract would be in 
danger. 


So, to protect 
against this 


possibility, declarer made Ihe 
fine play of leading the king of 
diamonds from dummy at trick 
two and continuing with then. 
When East followed low, South 
did likewise — and the effect of 
(his resourceful series of plays

hand so that if he did lose a 
diamond trick it would be to the 
non-dangerous opponent, Wesl:
